TRAPPED INIURED 
NEARLY ALL DEAD 


Fierce Gale and Snow Have Completed 
Work of Destruction Started by 
Ship Explosion at Halifax 


Halifax.—Five thousand casualties; 
2000 dead, 3000 other injured. 

This is the official estimate of th 
toll exacted in human lives and suf- 
fering by the explosion and fires De- 
cember 6. 

Stricken Halifax was swept Decem 
ber 7 by a raging blizzard. So fierce 
was the storm that rescue workers 
were forced to suspend their opera- 
tions in the devastated section. It 
is believed certain that all the in- 
jured buried under the ruins of shat- 
tered buildings have perished of cold 
and hunger. 

The sufferings of those who es- 
caped injury have been increased by 
the fact that every ayvailable blanket, 
quilt and comfort has been requisi- 
tioned for the hundreds of injured in 
the temporary hospitals. Many of 
these are so gravely wounded their 
only hope lies in the best of care. 
Serious fears are felt that cold, shock 
and exposure will result in an out- 
break of pneumonia. 

Help from outside began to reach 
the stricken city December 7. Doc 
tors, nurses and medical and_ food 
supplies arrived on special trains 
from Truro and Windsor, N. S.. and 
from Moncton, N. B. 

It was established that it- was 

twenty-five minutes after the collision 
before the explosions occurred. At 
the first shock houses rocked. ver 
sola broke. from.their moorings, bits 
of shells whistled through the air, 
buildings .fell upon their occupants, 
shrieks and moans rose for a second 
above the awful din, and tin all parts 
of the city men, women and children 
ran into the streets, many of them 
insufficiently clad. Then fire broke 
out in a hundred places. 
‘Orders were at first given that 
everybody should fice to the south of 
the city and in a short time Barring- 
ton street resembled a road of > Bel- 
Troyes, 2 erbia when the inhabitants 
> tilt” CCT Tie —— Vv OEY YAa- 
riety of vehicle was pressed into 
service for the sick and infirm. Men, 
women, and children, some carrying 
hastily snatched belongings, hurried 
along the pavements and overflowed 
the streets. 

Rescuers tell harrowing tales of 

their experiences. Houses in most 
instances simply settled down, story 
on story, crushing everything within. 
It was necessary to remove the wreck- 
age layer by layer to rescue the in- 
mates. One party of soldiers worked 
with almost superhuman strength and 
energy for an hour and a half to 
release a young girl pinned beneath 
debris, whose moans urged them to 
still greater effort. Just as they lift- 
ed the last of the wreckage from her 
she brenthed her last. 
Sailors from an American warship 
in port are on patrol duty in all 
the streets. All the power plants are 
idle. 

The body of Captain James, port 
boarding officer, was recovered fron 
the ruins of pler &  Licutenant-Com- 
mander James A. Murray was killed 
in the dockyard. 

A registry has been organized at 
the City Hail where all the homeless 
are asked to leave their names, so 
that the missing may be found {tf 
possible. 

The Bank of Nova Scotia will pro- 
vide all necessary funds io the vari- 
ous communities now organized. 

A committee of women {s being or- 
ganized to assist in relief work at 
the homes of the injured, with head- 
quarters at the City Hall. The wo- 
men teachers of the public schools 
held a meeting for the same purpose. 
Mavor Rolph of San Francisco sent 
instructions from Eureka to have the 
following telegram sent to the Mayor 
of Halifax: 

“San Francisco, December 7, 1917.— 
His Worship, the Mayor of Halifax, 
Halifax, Canada: My fellow citizens 
are deeply shocked at the dreadful 
disaster which has overtaken your 
city and people. Accept our hearifelt 
sympathy, and if we can be of assist- 
ance in any way please wire me. 
“JAMES ROLPH, JR., Mayor.”

Uncle Sam’s Naturalization Bu- 
reau Continues Drive on Alien 
Population. 


« 


EDUCATION IS WEAPON USED 


National Government, Federal and 
State Courts and Public Schools 
Linked Together In the 
Campaign. 


Officials of Uncle Sam’s bureau of 
naturalization, which Is a part of the 
department of labor, 1s making a de- 
termined effort to hasten the Amert- 
canization of the large foreign popu- 
lation of the United States. The work 
that is being done is outlined in the 
following statement issued by the bu- 
reau: 

“Approximately one-seventh of the 
population of the United States is for- 
eign-born, with a very large proportion 
ignorant of American ideals and instl- 
tutions, and, to that extent, loyal to 
the country of their birth. Never in 
the history of the nation has undivided 
support been so sorely needed. A 
knowledge of American government 
and what it stands for can only be 
gained by the alfens through educa- 
tion, but, once understood, loyal alle- 
giance to the country of their adoption 
{inevitably follows. It means welding 
the heterogeneous 


masses into one 

patriotic body. 
“Last year the public-school au- 
thorities of the United States, work- 


ing In close co-operation with the bu- 
Feau of ef the Untted 
States department of labor, main- 
tained night school classes for allen 
instruction in approximately 1,700 cit- 
fes, towns and rural communities, lo- 
cated in every state in the Union. The 
opening of this year’s classes was ac 
companied by every assurance of in- 
creased uttendance and a matertal bet- 
terment of the results already obtained 
through this stupendous educational 
campaign. — 

Gradual Transformation Expected. 

“It is the confident belief of the bu- 
reau, oLeabacu' ation that allen in- 


epee duce A. Weed estate. “LAR Spr +7 
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of Americans with common ideals, 
common hopes, common sentiments 
and unadulterated loyalty. 

“With the American nation defenc- 
ing the cause of civilization and hu- 
manity and taking her place on the 
side of righteousness ino this world- 
wide conflict, milifary preparedness, 50 
vital to the country’s safety, cannot be 
possible without citizenship prepared- 
ness. No one should be permitted to 
remain in ignorance of his duty and 
responsibility as a resident .of the 
United States, and this, of course, ap- 
plies particularly to the foreign-born. 
It is certain that had allen instruction 
been more universally extended in the 
past, the question of divided allegi- 
ance would not have assumed such un- 
pleasant prominence after war was de- 
clared. 

To Increase Productive Capacity. 

“The present volume of naturallza- 
tion shows that over half a million 
foreign-born residents annually bring 
themselves within the jurisdiction of 
the bureau of naturalization. It is the 
plan of the bureau, through the co-op- 
eration of the public schools, with tts 
educational moveient, to change that 
portion of the allen body now in a 
state of helpless dependence or mere 
self-maintenance to a state of produc- 
tive capacity. 

“The activities of the bureau of nat- 
uralization show how a routine govern- 
ment agency has been transformed 
{nto a grent humanizing force. This 
has been accomplished by linking to: 
gether the federal and state courts, the 
federal government and the state pub- 
He schools for the purpose of extend- 
ing educational ald to candidates for 
citizenship. The work of this bureau 
now stands for more than naturaliza- 
tion, as the term is generally under- 
stood. It represents Americanisation 
in its truest sense. 


STONE OUTPUT SHOWS GAIN 


Pennsylvania Leads All Other States 
In Production In 1916, With To- 
tal of $11,021,655. 


The value of the stone produced in 
the United States in 1916 was $79,041,- 
699, as reported to G. F. Loughlin of 
the United States geological survey, 
department of the interlor, an {ncrease 
of nearly 6 per cent over the value 
for 1915. 

Of the total value over 52 per cent, 
of $41,319,871, was represented by 
limestone, an increase of more than 
i7 per cent over the value for 1915. 
Murble, valued at $7,083,171, repre- 
senting nearly 9 per cent of the total, 
was the only other kind of stone that 
showed an increasg (about 2 per cent). 

The leading states and the value of 
their output, which represented over 
63 per cent of the total, were as fol- 
lows:

Just 
because this crude formula expresses the in 
stinctive judgment as to right of plain men 
everywhere it has been made diligent use
